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Introduction 


The author's name is Salim b. Abdillah b. Sa'd b. Abdillah b. Sumayr Al Hadhrami AI 
Shafi'i who was born in Yemen and died in Indonesia. 


The purpose of this short, concise treatise is to act as a tool for the layman and beginner 
to be able to worship Allah upon clarity. 


Figh is of two types: 


A type that is Fardh 'Ayn i.e., an individual obligation upon all Muslims to study and not 
be ignorant of 


A type that is Fardh Kifayah i.e., a communal obligation upon the Muslims, as a 
community, to study. Thus, if part of the community fulfils the obligation, the sin is 
uplifted from the entire community. 

Everything that will help you worship Allah upon clarity is a must for you to learn. 


For example, if the slave does not know the conditions of the Prayer, what nullifies his 
Wudhu etc., how will he be able to pray upon clarity? 


This book contains those issues of Furu' that a person needs in order to worship Allah 
upon clarity, with special focus on the issues of Purification, Prayer and Zakah. 


However, do note that what is Fardh 'Ayn can vary from person to person depending on 
their situation. 


A trader is obliged to learn the clear, basic, and well-known rulings of trade since he is a 
trader and there are rules and legislations on how to trade in accordance with Islamic 


guidelines and principles. 


A person going to Hajj is obliged to learn the clear, basic, and well-known rulings of Hajj 
so that he can worship Allah with this act upon clarity. 


However, there may be certain issues which aren't as apparent or basic. With these 
issues, the slave is obliged to ask those who have knowledge as Allah states!:

Author’s Introduction 


The author begins with praising Allah and asking Him to exalt the mention and grant 
peace to the Prophet Muhammad, as is the norm in Islamic authorship. 


The author divides his work into Kutub (books), Abwaab (chapters) and Fusuul 
(sections). 


A benefit for this is that it gives the reader enthusiasm once he finishes a chapter, to 
move onto the next chapter. 


Some Creedal Points 


The author then mentions the five pillars of Islam, the six pillars of Iman, mentioned in 
the famous Hadith of Gabriel, and clarifies the meaning of the Shahadah. 


The Hadith of Gabriel which relates to the mentioning of the five pillars of Islam and the 
six pillars of Iman?:

And the meaning of the Shahadah is to affirm and testify that there is no true deity 
worthy of worship except for Allah. 


Signs of Puberty 
The author then mentions the signs of puberty. The reason is because to be held 
accountable for your misdeeds in the next life, you need to be Mukallaf. And one only 


reaches accountability when he passes puberty and is sane. 


So, the child who has not yet reached puberty will be rewarded for his good deeds. But 
he will not incur a sin for a misdeed he does as he is not Mukallaf yet. 


The signs for puberty are three: 
1. Completion of exactly 15 lunar years from birth, whether male or female. 


2. Seminal discharge/ejaculation after exactly 9 lunar years has passed from birth, 
whether male or female.

3. Menstruation, which is the natural, healthy discharge of menses from the uterus 
at specific times, for a female who has reached approximately 9 lunar years from 
birth. 


Istinjaa’ 


The author mentions this chapter before others because, usually, the first step when a 
person wants to purify themselves via wudhu, they tend to go to the toilet first. 


Istinjaa’ is performed as a result of something exiting from the two private regions, the 
penis/vagina, and the anus, that soils the region it exits from. 


Thus, Istinjaa’ can be defined as the removal of the soiled remnants of the impurity that 
exited from the region it soiled using water or stone. 


Water is the only liquid material that can be used for Istinjaa’. 


However, stone and whatever meets the following four descriptions can be used in 
place of the stone. 


These four descriptions are: 
1. Jaamid: Solid 
2. Taahir: Pure 


3. Qaali’: Able to remove and extract out the impurity from the region it soiled and 
not make it spread further upon usage. 


4. Ghayr Muhtaram: Nota respected item. Respected items include the books of 
knowledge, foods consumed by humans 


Based on these four points, the modern tissue papers that are used are considered 
‘stones’, as it meets these descriptions. 


However, in order for you to be able to use this paper or stone as part of a valid Istinjaa’, 
eight conditions are needed: 


1. Must use at least 3 stones (or, more accurately, at least 3 wipings). 


This means that a person can have 1 stone, but he wipes once from 3 different 
directions. This is sufficient. 


2. The region must be cleansed such that nothing remains, except for a minute 
amount of impurity that can only be removed by water. This minute amount is 


overlooked by the shariah. 


By region, what’s intended is the inner part (natal cleft) between the 2 buttocks 


(Al-Safhah), the tip of the penis (Al-Hashafah) and the outer part of the woman’s 
vagina. 


3. The impurity must not be dry such that it can no longer be removed by the stone 
or paper. 


4. The impurity must not transfer away from the point it exited from and settled 
upon when exiting. 


So, if urine contacts my hand, I cannot use stone to wipe away that urine. This is 
because the urine has transferred away from the point it settles upon when 
exiting. 


5. An external substance must not come upon the impurity. 


This is because the dispensation/concession to use stone only applies on those 
substances that exit from the two private regions. 


And so, if, for example, saliva exits from one’s mouth and falls upon the tip of the 
penis which has urine on it and they mix, using stone alone to do Istinjaa’ on that 
is not sufficient. 

6. The soiled region must not go beyond the Hashafah or the Safhah. 

7. The soiled region must not be contacted by water, nor must the stone be wet. 
These are conditions because when the water that is on the stone comes into 
contact with the impurity (point 8), that water mixes with the impurity, hence 
becoming impure itself. And you can’t use something impure to purify 
something. 

Likewise, when the stone comes into contact with the water that mixed with the 
impurity (point 7), the stone becomes impure. And you can’t use something 
impure to purify something 

8. The stone must be pure 


Obligations of Wudhu 


Obligations (sing. Fardh) means that you have been commanded by the Legislator to do 
this act, a command that is binding. 


The obligations of Wudhu are six. This means that if you miss out these obligations, your 
Wudhu is not valid. 


Wudhu is defined, technically, as the flow of water upon specific organs with a specified 
intention. 


However, Wudhu, unlike Ghusl, has no customary act that is like it in form. It is purely 
known as an act of worship. 


First: The intention (Niyyah) 


There are 7 points to keep in mind when discussing the intention. They are gathered in 
this line of poetry: 


Quam d paia g ha pi AGS (ja jg ae aSa Aids 


The Reality (Haqiqah): To intend an action accompanied with the performance of that 
action 


The Ruling (Hukm): Usually obligatory based on the famous Hadith of Umar: 
GL Que YI ui 
The Place (Mahall): The heart. 


Uttering with the tongue is considered a sunnah according to the later Shafi'iyyah, e.g., 
Al Nawawi, Zakariyya Al Ansaari, Al Haytami, Al Shirbini, Al Ramli. 


However Al Athra’i differed on this, mentioning that there is no evidence of this being a 
Sunnah or recommended to do. 


Also, note that when the author says ‘utterance of it is a Sunnah’ it does not mean that it 
is a Sunnah from the Prophet and that it is reported that he uttered the intention. 


What it means is that there is some evidence in the Shari'ah that might point to this 
being recommended. 


These evidences are 3: 


1. Qiyas upon the intention being uttered during the Hajj 
2. Thetongue aids and assists the heart thus preventing potential Waswas 
3. To exitthe Khilaf as some jurists in the Madhab obligated uttering the intention 


The Time (Zaman): At the beginning of acts of worship with the exception of fasting due 
to the difficulty of waiting until the first moment when fasting begins to make the 
intention. 


In the case of the Wudhu, you must come with this at the beginning of washing the face. 
If you're midway through washing the face without having come with the intention, you 
must restart the washing of the face. 


The How (Kayfiyyah: Varies depending on what the intention is for. 


The Pre-requisites (Shart): One must be a Muslim who has passed the age of 
discernment, has knowledge of what he is intending and has conviction in his intention 


(meaning that you cannot say for e.g., I intend to perform wudhu if Musa comes back in 
10 minutes). 


The Purpose (Maqsud): Is to discern between a customary action and an act of worship. 
For example, A and B both do Ghusl, but A did it with the intention of removing from 
himself the state of Janabah whilst B did it to cool down. A did an act of worship and B 
did not and the only way we differentiated between the two was through their 
intention. 

Likewise, if you do an act that was initially permissible and did not carry a reward 
intrinsically, e.g., eating food, but you did so with a sound intention for e.g., eating to 


strengthen yourself to seek Islamic knowledge, you will be rewarded for this good 
purpose. 


Second: Washing the face. 


The boundaries of the face go from where the natural/average person's hairline starts 
down to the chin or where the two jaws connect and from ear to ear. 


Third: Washing the hands including the elbows 
This as per the verse 5:6 where JJ means e 
Fourth: Wiping the head. 
What is sufficient in the school of Al Shafi'i is to wipe any part of the head. This is 
because the letter — that enters upon the word eS» shows Tab'eedh (part) in the 


verse 5:6 


Wiping all of the head is recommended 
Fifth: Washing the two feet up to and including the two ankles. 


Sixth: To do Wudhu in this order. 
Following the apparent order of the verse in 5:6 and the fact the Arabs don't separate 
between two similar rules (washing the arms is separated from washing the feet with 
the command to wipe the head) except for a benefit. 
Also, the Prophet never did these obligatory except in this order. 
Categories of Water 


Water is either: 


1. Small in volume 
2. Large in volume 


This is based on the Hadith of Abdullah b. Umar?:

Qullatayn ~ 200 litres 
Thus, if water is of a volume of Qullatayn or more, it is considered large. 
Large water does not become impure with mere contact with an impurity. It only 
becomes impure if there has been a change in its smell, taste, or colour after coming into 
contact with an impurity. 
If itis less than Qullatayn, it is considered small. This water becomes impure on 
immediate contact with an impurity, even if there is no change in its smell, taste, or 


colour. 


Sometimes, water, due to being stagnant for long periods, changes in its smell, taste, or 
colour. This water is still pure and purifying and not considered impure. 


Ghusl 


Ghusl refers to the flow of something upon something. 
Technically, it refers to the flow of water upon the entire body with a specific intention. 
6 things obligate upon a person ghusl: 


1. Sexualintercourse: Insertion of the penis head into the vagina even if one does 
not ejaculate 


Seminal discharge from the penis head or the vagina. 


Table highlighting differences between semen and pre-seminal fluid

2. Menstruation 

3. Post-natal bleeding 
On the condition that the menstruation/post-natal bleeding ends and the woman 
intends to go and pray or do something that was not allowed for her to do when 


in the state of menses like sexual intercourse with her husband. 


The only case where a woman is allowed to perform ghusl when in the state of 
menstruation is ghusl for Hajj. 


4. Childbirth 
Even if she has a miscarriage, on the condition that what exits from is a human 
being, even if it's a clot of blood ('Alaqah) or a lump of flesh (Mudghah) that has 
been deemed by the doctor to be a result of sperm fertilising with the egg 


5. Death 


The only exception is the one who dies as a martyr in the battlefield in war 
against the polytheists 


The pillars of ghusl are two: 
1. The intention: 
You can make the intention to uplift from yourself the state of ritual impurity, 
(hadath), be it unrestrictedly or from the state of major impurity (hadath akbar), 


or to perform the ghusl that is an act of worship which is obligatory. 


If someone suffers from semen incontinence, he must intend istibaahat al salaah 
i.e., the permissibility of prayer and not the uplifting of ritual impurity. 


2. Ensuring the entire body, hairs, and skin, have been covered with water 
Conditions/Pre-requisites to wudhu and ghusl 


Pre-requisites/conditions (shurut) are acts that fall outside of the essence of the action 
but are still required, to ensure the validity of that action. 


For example, being a Muslim is a pre-requisite for the validity of the wudhu. It is not 
part ofthe act of wudhu but it is a condition for the wudhu to be valid. 


Unlike the pillars (arkan) which are part of the act itself and are required, to ensure the 
completeness and validity of the action. 


For example, the washing of the face is a pillar of the wudhu. It is part of the act of 
wudhu, hence why it is a pillar. It is also required to ensure the completeness and 
validity of the wudhu 


The conditions and pre-requisites for wudhu and ghusl are nine: 
1. Must bea Muslim 
The exception is a Jewish or Christian woman whose haydh/nifas has ended and 
is married to a Muslim man who wants to have intercourse with her. In this case, 


she must perform ghusl for him. 


2. Must have passed the age of discernment (tamyiz) which generally is seven 
years. 


One way to tell whether someone is mumayyiz or not is whether they can 
differentiate between what is good for them from what is not good for them 


naturally. 


3. Must be completely free from haydh/nifas and anything that nullifies one’s 
wudhu/ghusl 


Meaning that the woman cannot perform wudhu or ghusl whilst in the state of 
haydh/nifas 


Likewise, you cannot perform wudhu/ghusl whilst urinating or sleeping or 
engaging in coitus because you are not completely free from what nullifies a 
person's wudhu/ghusl 

4. Must not have on the body that which prevents the water from reaching the body 


For example, nail varnish or dirt under the nails. 


5. Must not be on the limbs any material that makes the water no longer pure and 
purifying (tahür) 


For example, someone has excess ink on his arm such that if the water is placed 
upon it, it'll mix with the ink causing it to no longer be tahur 


6. Must believe with certainty that wudhu/ghusl is obligatory 
7. Must use pure and purifying water (tahur) 


You cannot use water that is pure but not purifying (tahir) or water that is 
impure (najis) 


However, certainty that the water you are using is tahür is not a requirement. 
For example say you have two buckets, one of which contains water that is tahür 


and the other contains water that is najis but you don't know which of the 
buckets, specifically, contains the najis water. 


You must strive to figure out (ijtihad) which of these buckets contains the tahur 
water. 


For example, you smell that the 1st bucket smells of urine and so perhaps it is 
this one that contains the impure water. So you choose the 2nd bucket as being 


the one that contains the tahtr water. 


See that this decision you made does not show yaqin (i.e., certainty) but thann 
(conjecture). However, your wudhu/ghusl based on this decision is still valid. 


8. Doing the act of wudhu/ghusl with the act of prayer consecutively (muwalat) 
9. Thetime for prayer must enter before performing the wudhu/ghusl 
These 2 conditions are specifically binding upon those who are in a continual 
state of ritual impurity (da’im al hadath) e.g., the women who suffers from 


abnormal vaginal bleeding (mustahadhah) and those who suffer from urinary or 
anal incontinence. 


Nullifiers of the wudhu 
They are four: 
1. Whatever exits from the front or back private part, except for seminal discharge. 


This is based on qiyas on urine and faeces, which have been mentioned explicitly 
in the text (nass) 


For example, if wind or blood or pus or pre-seminal fluid or taenia etc. exit from 
these two passages, one's wudhu breaks. 


Seminal discharge does not break the wudhu even though it obligates ghusl 


This is based on the general principle that if something specifically obligates the 
greater of two issues, it does not generally obligate the lesser of the two issues. 


Seminal discharge itself obligates the greater of the two (ghusl) and so it does 
not obligate the lesser of the two (wudhu) because of the general point of 


"whatever exits from the two passages' 


The principle in Arabic: 


2. Loss of consciousness, be it through sleep or other means e.g, loss of sanity, 
intoxication, sickness etc. 


This is because if a person is not conscious, he will not know whether he has 


passed wind or not. 


The exception is the sleep of a person whose buttocks are firmly situated upon 
the surface he is seated upon. 


Direct skin-to-skin contact between a man and a woman who are kabeerayn 
(have reached an age where men and women of that age are normally seen as 


being sexually attractive) ajnabiyyaym (not mahrams of each other). 


Both the person touched and the one doing the touching will have their wudhu 
nullified. 


It doesn’t matter if it is accidental or deliberate contact. 


A person’s mahram are 7 via blood relations, 4 via marital relations, 7 via foster 
relations. 


Via blood relations: Mom, sister, daughter, paternal aunt, maternal aunt, 
daughter of brother, daughter of sister. 


Via foster relations: Foster Mom, your foster sister, your foster daughter, your 
foster paternal aunt, your foster maternal aunt, your foster brother’s daughter, 


your foster sister’s daughter 


Via marital relations: Mother-in-law, Daughter-in-law, wife’s daughter, Father’s 
wives 


Touching the private part (penis or outer vaginal area) and the anal orifice with 
the inner palm or inner fingers. 


Things the muhdith cannot do? 


A muhdith (someone in the state of ritual impurity) could be either in a state of major or 
minor ritual impurity. 


The person in the state of minor ritual impurity cannot do four things: 


1. 


2. 


3: 


Pray any prayer, whether obligatory or not 
Make tawaf around the ka’bah, whether obligatory or not 
This is because tawaf is a type of prayer. 


Touch the Qur’an 


4. Carry the Qur'an 


The person in the state of major ritual impurity cannot do six things: 


The first four that the person in the state of minor ritual impurity cannot do +: 


1. 


Stay in the Masjid. 

He is, however, allowed to walk through the Masjid. 

Reciting the Qur’an, with the intention that one is reading the Qur’an. 

So, if someone in this state is riding a vehicle and mentions the dhikr that one 
makes when riding the vehicle (which is a verse in the Qur'an), this is allowed as 


he is not reading the Qur'an with the intention of reading the Qur'an but the 
intention of making dhikr 


The person in the state of haydh/nifas cannot do ten things: 


The first six things aforementioned + : 


1. 


Walking through the Masjid if she fears soiling it. 

This also applies, generally, to anyone who fears soiling the Masjid. 
Fasting 

She cannot be divorced 


Enjoying her sexually between the navel to the knee 


Tayammum 


Tayammum is defined by the jurists as ensuring soil/earth reaches the face and the 
hands with a specific intention. 


Tayammum becomes permissible in three situations: 


1. 


No water is available 
And this person might be: 


- certain that no water is available 

- certain that no water is available but is certain water is available at a specific 
distance from him 

- not certain of water being available. 


The person who is certain that no water is available in the place he is at does not 
need to search for water. 


The person who is certain that no water is available in the place he is at but is 
certain water is available at a specific distance from where he is at falls into the 
following 2 scenarios: 


Scenario 1: 


If a person has companions with him and he is a distance of less than 300 arms- 
length (~150m) away from them. This is a distance where he is capable of calling 
out to them to assist him (hadd al ghawth). 


If the person is certain that these companions of his have water, he must go to 
them and get the water. 


Scenario 2: 


If a person is alone but needs to collect wood for a fire, the distance he can travel 
to fulfil his normal needs in this situation is 4000 arms-length (~4.5km). This is 
hadd al qurb. 


If the person is certain that water is at or within the distance termed hadd al 
qurb, he must go there and collect the water. 


But if he is certain that water is present but at a distance greater than hadd al 
qurb, he is not obliged to go and collect the water from there. Tayammum is 
sufficient. 


As for the person who is not certain whether water is available or not, it is 
obligatory to search for water only to the distance of hadd al ghawth. 


However, searching for water is done as long as: 

- the place you're searching in is a safe place for yourself, your wealth, and your 
body 

- there is enough time to search for the water before the time for prayer ends 
(applies specifically to searching distances to hadd al qurb and not to hadd al 
ghawth) 

Sickness that prevents usage of water. 

This sickness can be of three types: 

- fears death 

- fears exacerbation of an illness 

- fears delay in recovery and is told this by a trustworthy doctor 

- fears negative impact upon an apparent limb that is exposed during normal 
work by using the water e.g., colour change from white to yellow or black 

. The water is needed by a respected creature who is thirsty 


All creatures are respected except six: 


- The one who leaves the prayer (i.e., has been commanded by the ruler/person 


in authority to pray and he has refused) 

- The one who has committed adultery (zaani muhsan) and this is anyone who 
has passed puberty, is free, sane and has consummated a valid marriage 

- The apostate (murtad) and this is any mukallaf (passed puberty & is sane) that 
has willingly chosen to leave Islam by intention, action or statement 

- The kafir harbi which is any disbeliever whom war can be engaged with and is 
not a dhimmi (a disbeliever under Muslim protection in exchange for jizya), 
mua’had (a disbeliever in Muslim lands because of a truce between the 
disbelievers and the Muslim ruler) or musta'man (a disbeliever who has sought 
to enter into Muslim lands under Muslim protection). 

- The undomesticated, wild dog 

- The pig, whether domesticated or not 


Pre-requisites of Tayammum 


The conditions are ten: 


1. 


2: 


3: 


9, 


Must use soil/earth with dust 
Must be pure 


Must not have been used in the removal of physical impurities or ritual impurity 
(not musta’mal) 


The soil/earth with dust that is deemed musta’mal is the soil that remains on or 
drops off the face/hands when wiped upon in the Tayammum 


Must not be mixed with anything external such as gypsum or cement etc. 
Must intend to use the soil/earth 


Either direct intention to use the soil/earth yourself or an intention to have the 
soil/earth used on you but done by somebody else with your permission 


Must wipe the face and hands up to and including the elbows, performing two 
hitting’s of the soil/earth, one hit for the face and one for the hands 


Must remove any material impurity before Tayammum 


Must strive to locate the qibla before Tayammum if one is unclear where the 
qibla is. 


Must ensure the time for the prayer has entered. 


10. Must perform Tayammum for each obligatory prayer 


Obligations of Tayammum 


The obligations of Tayammum are five: 


1. 


2. 


3. 


Must transfer the soil/earth to the limb one wishes to wipe 

Intention to permit for yourself what requires purification NOT to uplift hadath 
Wipe the face with the same boundaries as during wudhu but you do not have to 
ensure the soil/earth reaches the roots of the hairs on the face, unlike during 


wudhu 


Wiping the hands up to and including the elbows according to the jadīd view of 
Al Shafi’i 


To do the wiping in this order 


Nullifiers of Tayammum 


They are three: 


1. 


2. 


Whatever nullifies the wudhu 


Apostasy since Tayammum is a weak/replacement form of purification, unlike 
wudhu 


Note that apostasy does not nullify one’s actions unless he dies. If someone 
repents before death, his actions are not nullified 


If one is deluded into thinking that water is present after performing 
Tayammun, if the reason for Tayammum is loss of water or no water is 
available. 


However, this delusion must: 


- not have attached with it a preventative factor 
- occur outside of the prayer, not inside. 


For example, a person is deluded into thinking there is water in a well 100m 
away. 


But there's a lion between him and the well. Or there are bandits between him 
and the well. 


This is a preventative factor that prevents the delusion he fell into from 
nullifying his wudhu 


Material impurities 


najaasah refers to those material impurities that prevent the validity of one's prayer if 
there is no concession. 


Concessions could be for someone that cannot find water/soil/earth/stone to purify 
himself with. This person prays the prayer due to the sacred nature of the prayer time 
and is given a concession, despite having najaasah on his body, although he must repeat 
the prayer later. 


Material impurities remain impure and cannot become pure except in two cases: 


1. 


2. 


Via istihālah: When alcohol, by itself, naturally converts to vinegar. 
If you add something pure to bring about this change, you must ensure that it is 
removed before the process ends and that this added substance does not break 


down. 


Via dibāgh: When the hide of a maytah (an animal that has died by means other 
than Islamic slaughtering) is tanned 


On the condition that this animal was actually pure during its life. This, thus, 
excludes dogs and pigs or their progeny. 


Types of material impurities 


They are of three types: 


1. 


Severe (mughallathah): The dog, pig, and their progeny. 


This type of impurity is purified with seven washings, one of which is achieved 
with the use of earth/soil. 


A washing must also be dedicated to removing the essence of the impurity, then 
followed up with the seven washings. 


Light (mukhaffafah): The urine of a baby boy that has not ate anything except for 
milk and is younger than two lunar years. 


This is purified by mere sprinkling of water over the region the impurity has 
contacted, making sure the water encompasses the impurity entirely. 


Medium (mutawassitah): All other impurities. 
These impurities can be divided into two types: 


- 'ayniyyah which are impurities that are tangible i.e., has colour, smell or taste 
that is observable. 


These impurities are purified by removing this observable, tangible colour, smell, 
and taste. 


- hukmiyyah which are impurities that are not tangible i.e., there is no colour, 


smell or taste that is observable. 
For example, you know a young girl urinated at a spot. But you can’t see any 
colour, smell, any urine or taste any urine at that spot. The impurity here is 


hukmi and not ‘ayni. 


These impurities are purified by pouring water upon it such that it flows over the 
region. 


Menstruation and Post-Natal Bleeding 
The timings of haydh/nifas aren’t mentioned explicitly in Qur’an or Hadith. 
They are known through istiqra' (induction) 
The minimum time-period for haydh is a day and a night (i.e., 24 hours) whereas most 
women have haydh for six-seven days. The maximum time-period for haydh is fifteen 


days. 


The minimum time-period for nifas is a moment whereas most women have nifas for 
fourty days. The maximum time-period for nifas is sixty days. 


The minimum timing between one haydh and the next is termed tuhr period. This is 
usually 23-24 days. 


There is no maximum limit (as women can undergo menopause). 
When is a person not sinful for missing the Prayer? 
A person can miss a prayer without being sinful in only two cases: 


If he slept before the timing for the prayer entered or when the timing of the prayer 
entered with the intention of waking up to pray before this time ends 


If he forgot and the cause of this forgetfulness was something that is not prohibited or 
deemed makruh (disliked) 


Meaning that it becomes obligatory to pray when he wakes up or when he remembers. 


This person also has the option of delaying when to make up the prayer. Meaning that 
he does not have to come with the missed prayer straight away. 


Pre-requisites of the Prayer 
There are eight conditions that are needed for the validity of the prayer: 
1. Mustbe in the state of complete ritual purification 


2. Must ensure his body, clothes and place of prayer is free from any material 
impurities that are not overlooked. 


Likewise, you can’t carry material impurities during the prayer. 


3. Must ensure the ‘awrah is covered by clothes i.e., its colour cannot be seen by the 
average eye in a gathering where people gather to speak 


This excludes wearing see-through clothes over the ‘awrah as the ‘awrah can be 
seen through the clothes. 


But if the clothes worn are tight but they cover the ‘awrah such that it can’t be 
seen through, this is makruh for women and khilaf al awla for men. But their 


prayer is valid. 


The ‘awrah for a man unrestrictedly or a slave-girl in the prayer is between the 
navel and the knee. 


The ‘awrah for a free woman in the prayer is her entire body except for the face 
and two hands to the wrist. 


The ‘awrah for a free woman and a slave-girl in the presence of non-mahram is 
their entire body. 


The majority of the early Shafi'iyyah said that their 'awrah is the entire body 
except for the face and hands, whilst covering the face is a sunnah. 


The latecomers said the mu'tamad is that if the woman has ascertained that a 
non-mahram is looking at her, she must cover her face. 


The 'awrah for a free woman and a slave-girl in the presence of a mahram is 
between the navel and the knee. 


4. Facingthe qibla and that one strives (practises ijtihad) to find the qibla if he does 
not know where it is 


5. The timing for the prayer must have come in 
6. Must have knowledge of this prayer being obligatory. 
7. Must not believe an obligatory act of the prayer is not obligatory 
8. Avoid what nullifies the prayer 
The Pillars of the Prayer 


The pillars of the prayer are seventeen, based on the famous Hadith of the companion 
who did not perfect his prayer dLa syll cuis: 


1. Intention 


If you intend to pray an obligatory prayer, you need to come with three things: 
- Intend the act itself (usallii-e., I am praying) 

- Specify which prayer one is praying (dhuhr) 

- Intend that this prayer is obligatory (fardhan i.e., obligatory) 

If you intend to pray a recommended prayer that has a reason for it (e.g., the 
rawatib) or a recommended prayer with a time attached (e.g., duha), only the 
first two points are needed. 

If you intend to pray an unrestricted nafl prayer, only the first point is needed. 
The Imam must make the intention that he is an Imam in the following prayers: 
- when leading the Friday prayer, 

- when leading a prayer he already performed but is repeating for more reward 
- when leading a vowed prayer to be performed in congregation 

- when leading a prayer performed before earlier than its time due to rain. 


. Sayingthe takbirat al ihram 


You must be standing when saying it in an obligatory prayer, if one is capable of 
standing. 


It must be said in Arabic, if one is capable of saying it in Arabic. If not, one can 
translate it to his language. 


You must say the lafth al jalalah (Allah) then the word akbar, in succession. You 
can't say Al Rahman Akbar or Allahu Kabeer 


Do not elongate the hamzah in Allah or the baa in akbar, whilst also avoiding 
making this baa' emphasised. 


Do not add a waw before Allah or between Allah and akbar 

Do not stop a lengthy or shortened stop between Allah and akbar 

All the letters must be pronounced such that you can hear yourself pronounce 
them. Likewise, you must not let go of a single letter or fail to pronounce it 


correctly. 


The time for the prayer must have entered if the prayer requires a time. You 
must say it when facing the qibla 


If you're a follower, your takbir must come after the Imam's. 


Raising the hands for the takbirat al ihram is a sunnah just like in three other 
places:

- when going into to ruku 
- when coming out of ruku 
- when standing up from the first tashahhud 


Standing up for an obligatory prayer 
Reciting Surah AI Fatihah whether an Imam, follower or praying alone. 


Whilst standing in an obligatory prayer, you must audibly (to yourself) and 
correctly (i.e., without major mistakes that change the meaning) read each verse, 
including the basmalah, consecutively, in the order it was revealed, taking care of 
its letters and emphasis points (14 in total), not to stop (lengthy or short) with 
intention of ending the recitation and not to add in a foreign dhikr (i.e., dhikr 
unrelated to the prayer) 


Bowing (ruku) 

Resting in that position 
Standing up from ruku 
Resting in that position 
Prostration (sujüd) twice 


Must prostrate, intending to move down solely to prostrate, upon a part of seven 
limbs and they are: 


- both hands (inner palm) 

- both feet (some of the toes) 

- both knees 

- forehead (including nose) which must have at least some part exposed and in 
direct contact with the ground 


The prostration must be with force such that if cotton was on the ground, it could 
be flattened by the forehead by this prostration. 


The prostration must not be upon something connected to your person and 
moves with your movements e.g., your sleeve or your turban. 


But you can prostrate upon something external that is not connected to your 
person e.g., a bed or a carpet. 


Your bottom must be raised up higher than your head during the act of 
prostration. 


Resting in that position 
The length of time one rests in this position is the time taken to say subhanallah 
Sitting between the two prostrations 


The final tashahhud ensuring all emphasis points are read (21 points) 


13. Sitting for this final tashahhud 


14. Reciting salawaat upon the Prophet in it, ensuring all emphasis points are read 
(4 points) 


15. The Tasleem with the minimum being al salam alaykum 


16. Praying in this order 
Timings of the Prayer 


When the sun passes the highest point in the sky, dhuhr enters. This time is known as 
zawal al shams. How to know this? 


Take a stick and place it into the ground upright. As the sun rises, the shadow lengthens 
to a certain point then begins to shorten. 


As it is shortening, it stops and remains stationary. This point is known as al istiwa 
referring to the place where the sun is at the highest point in the sky that day. 


As soon as the shadow begins to lengthen again, the time for dhuhr has entered. 


The shadow continues to lengthen from the point of istiwa until it becomes the same 
height as the stick. 


When it lengthens beyond this point, ‘asr has entered and dhuhr ends. 
When the sun sets, the time for maghrib has entered and asr ends. 


When the redness in the horizon disappears, the time for isha has entered and maghrib 
ends. 


It is recommended to delay isha until the whiteness and yellowness in the horizon 
disappears. The chosen time for isha ends when a third of the night passes. 


When true dawn breaks, the time for fajr has entered. 
When the sun rises, the time for fajr ends. 
One is not allowed to pray, when out of the masjid al haram in Makkah, a recommended 
prayer that does not have a reason preceding it or accompanying it, during five 
moments in the day: 

1. After praying fajr until the sun rises 


2. After praying ‘asr until the sun sets 


3. When the sun rises the height of a spear (~7 armlengths) 


4. Time between istiwa and zawal except on a Friday 
5. When the sun becomes yellow until it sets 


Examples of such prayers that are not allowed include the istikhara prayer, unrestricted 
nawafil, the sunnah before entering into ihram 


Stoppings in the prayer 
One stops the length of saying subhanallah during the prayer in six places: 
1. Between the takbirat al ihram and the opening dua 
2. Between the opening dua and the isti’athah 
3. Between the isti’athah and the fatihah 
4. Between fatihah and ameen 
5. Between ameen and the first verse. 


Although for the Imam, he should stop the length it takes for the normal person 
to read fatihah so as to allow those who are behind him to finish reading it. 


sujud al sahw 


In five cases: 


1. To leave off a recommended act during the prayer (ab’adh) e.g. the first 
tashahhud or a part of a recommended act e.g., one letter in the first tashahhud 


2. To do something out of forgetfulness, such that were you to do it deliberately it 
would have broken your prayer. 


For example, small speech. 


3. Transferring a pillar that is a statement (e.g., reading fatihah) to a position that it 
does not belong at. 


For example, reading fatihah in the sujüd position 


4. Someone who performs a pillar that is a physical action (e.g., sujud) with the 
possibility of having done more than he should 


For example, someone doubts if they've done two or one sujud and so he builds 
upon what is certain (i.e., what is less so one) and so comes with an extra sujud. 


5. 


It is possible he did two sujud, but it is also possible that he did three sujud, 
meaning an extra sujud in the prayer. 


Recommended acts in the prayer (ab’adh) 


They are seven. And if you miss them, it is recommended you cover it up with sujud al 


sahw: 


1. 


2. 


The first tashahhud 

Sitting for it 

Sending salawāt in it 

Sending salawāt upon the family of the Prophet in the final tashahhud 


The qunüt after standing up from ruku in the 2nd unit of fajr and the qunut in 
witr during the 2nd half of Ramadan 


Standing for this qunut 


Sending salawat in it 


Nullifiers of Prayer 


They are fourteen: 


1. 


2: 


Entering the state of hadath, be it deliberate or accidental 
A material impurity, that has not been overlooked by the Legislator, falls upon 
you unless it is not removed immediately (i.e., quicker than the time for 


tuma’nina) using any means except for carrying it. 


For example, a material impurity falls on someone’s coat and he removes it by 
taking off the coat immediately. 


Exposing the ‘awrah, be it deliberate or accidental, unless it is not covered 
immediately (i.e., quicker than the time for tuma’nina) 


Deliberately speaking, whilst knowing the ruling, at least two letters, even if it 
doesn't carry a meaning, or one letter that carries a meaning (e.g. (3) 


Deliberately doing something that would break your fast normally i.e., eating, 
drinking etc. 


Forgetfully eating lots of food 


7. Three uninterrupted/back-to-back unnecessary extra movements, even if 
forgetful, provided it is considered so by the urf (common custom) to be 
unnecessary and uninterrupted and it is with a heavy limb (i.e., like an entire 
leg), not a small limb like a finger 


8. Movement that is contrary to the habits of normal people during prayer e.g., 
jumping, and excessive striking of the hands. 


9. Deliberately adding to a pillar that is a physical action to the prayer. 
For example, purposely adding a ruku' 

10. Preceding the Imam in two pillars that are physical actions. 
For example, the Imam and the follower are both at the qiyam position. The 
follower makes ruku', gets back up and goes into sujüd and the Imam is still at 
the qiyàm position. 

11. Lagging behind the Imam in two pillars that are physical actions. 
For example, the Imam and the follower are both at the qiyam position. The 
Imam makes ruku’, gets back up and goes into sujud and the follower is still at 
the qiyam position. 
Lagging behind the Imam in one pillar is makruh 


12. Intending to exit the prayer. 


13. To suspend the termination of your prayer upon something external e.g., if zayd 
rings the bell, I will terminate the prayer 


14. To doubt its termination i.e., a doubt to stop or continue the prayer that negates 
one's resolve or certainty 


Being a follower 
To soundly follow an Imam in the prayer, eleven conditions are needed: 
1. Must not believe the prayer of your Imam is invalid. 
For example, if you know the Imam is a disbeliever or did not make wudhu. 
2. Must not believe the Imam has to repeat the prayer. 
For example, if the Imam is someone who is praying the prayer of someone who 
does not have water/stone/soil for purification and so needs to repeat his 


prayer. 


You cannot pray behind this person 


10. 


11. 


Must not be an Imam yourself whilst following someone else. 
You can't be a follower and an Imam simultaneously 


Must not be praying behind an illiterate (i.e., someone who has not perfected 
Fatihah) 


Must not have your ankles/heels ahead of the Imam in the place of prayer 
Must know the movements of the Imam, either through sighting him or seeing 
someone who sights the Imam or hearing the Imam himself or hearing someone 


who can hear the Imam 


Must be gathered in the same mosque or at maximum 300 armlengths between 
them if they are not ina mosque 


Must intend to follow the Imam or intend that you are praying in congregation 


Must pray behind someone who is praying a prayer that is of the same form as 
the prayer you're praying. 


For example, you are praying dhuhr meaning you can pray behind someone who 
is praying asr or maghrib or isha or fajr. 


But you cannot pray behind someone who is praying kusüf or janazah prayer as 
they are of a different form to the dhuhr prayer 


Must not differ with the Imam on a sunnah that is not allowed for you to 
contradict the Imam in 


For example, you perform sujüd al tilawah but your Imam has continued 
standing. 


You must follow the Imam in the prayer 


Only five forms of following are allowed: 


1. 


WN 


A man following a man 


If itis 1 man following him, he stands next to the Imam. If it is more than 1, they 
stand behind the Imam. 


A woman following a man 
An intersex person following a man 


A woman following a woman 


The woman leading stands in the middle of the women and not in front of them. 


5. 


A woman following an intersex person 


All other possible forms are not allowed: 
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A man cannot follow a woman 

A man cannot follow an intersex person 

An intersex person cannot follow a woman 

An intersex person cannot follow an intersex person 


Combining between prayers 


Could be for travelling or rain purposes. 


Can be of two types: 


1. 


Jam’ taqdim where one can combine between dhuhr and asr at the time of thuhr 
or combine between maghrib and isha at the time of maghrib 


Jam’ ta’khir where can combine between dhuhr and asr at the time of asr or 
combine between maghrib and isha at the time of isha 


The conditions for jam’ taqdim are four: 


1. 


2 


Start with the first prayer i.e., dhuhr or maghrib 


Must have the intention to perform jam' during the performance of the first 
prayer 


Performing the prayers consecutively with the maximum gap being the time 
taken to perform two quick units of prayer 


The excuse remains. 
For example, the rain must remain during the takbir of both prayers being 


combined, at the salam of the first prayer and between the performance of the 
two prayers 


The conditions for jam' ta'khir are two: 


1. 


The intention to delay the earlier prayer whilst there is sufficient time to 
perform this earlier prayer 


The excuse must remain until the ending of the 2nd prayer, otherwise the 
delayed prayer will become qada' but he is not sinful 


Shortening the Prayers (qasr) 
Prayers can be shortened if seven conditions are met: 


1. The journey must be at a distance of marhalatayn which corresponds to 48 
hashimi miles which is ~144km although some Shafi'is mentioned ~83km 


2. The journey is permissible 

3. Knowledge of shortening the prayer being permissible 

4. Intention to shorten prayer when making takbirat al ihram 

5. Prayer must be a four-unit prayer (dhuhr, asr & isha) 

6. The excuse of travelling must remain until you complete the prayer 


7. You cannot pray behind someone who is not shortening the prayer. If you do, 
you must pray the complete prayer and not shorten 


The Friday Prayer 
The conditions for a valid Friday prayer are six: 
1. Allofit, including the two khutbah, must occur during the time for dhuhr 


2. Must be held in the central district of the region where it is easy for the residents 
of the region to attend 


3. Atleastthe first unit of the Friday prayer must be done in congregation 


4. The congregation must have forty males who are free, have passed puberty, and 
are permanent residents who don't leave their town except in a necessity 


5. [t must not be preceded or followed by another Friday prayer in the region. 


Meaning that there should only be one Friday prayer in the main mosque of the 
region. 


However, if there is a need to have Friday prayers in the other mosques due to 
inability to gather everyone in the main mosque, this is allowed. 


6. Must be preceded by two khutbahs 


The pillars of a valid khutbah are five: 


1. Praising Allah in both khutbahs by saying alhamdulillah or any derivative of 
hamd + the lafth al jalalah (Allah) 


2. Sending salawat in both khutbahs mentioning the Prophet explicitly. Using a 
pronoun for him is not sufficient. 


3. Advising the people with taqwa in both khutbahs 

4. Reciting a verse of Qur’an in one of the khutbahs 

5. Making dua for the believing men and women in the second khutbah 
The conditions the khatib must fulfil are eleven: 


1. Must be in the state of complete purification 

2. Must ensure his clothes, body and place of prayer is free from material 
impurities that are not overlooked 

3. Must ensure his ‘awrah is covered 

4. Must stand unless unable 

5. Must sit between the two khutbahs for a length of time calculated to be the time 
taken to read surah ikhlas 

6. Must make the khutbahs in a consecutive manner and follow it with the prayer 

7. Must ensure the pillars of the khutbah are done in Arabic. Anything else can be 
done in other languages 

8. Must ensure the khutbah is attended by forty as explained before 

9. Must ensure the pillars of the Friday prayer occur in the time of dhuhr as 
mentioned before 


Funerals 


Ensuring the funerals that happen in the Muslim ummah occur smoothly and in 
accordance with Islamic guidelines is acommunal obligation. 


The dead body has four rights upon the community: 
1. Doing ghusl for him 


The minimum is to ensure water flows upon the entire body. An intention is not 
necessary here. Also, if he died drowning, it is still recommended to wash them. 


This point does not apply to the martyr who died in battle against the polytheist 


The complete form is to first wash the private parts by covering it and then using 
a towel to cleanse the private parts without looking at it directly or touching it 
with the bare hands. Then, use another towel to remove the filth from the nose. 
Then, perform a complete wudhu for him. Then, rub the body with lotus leaves 
and pour water thrice over the body. 


Shrouding him 


The minimum is to shroud with clothing that was permissible for one to wear 
when alive and that it covers the entire body. However, the pilgrim’s head is not 
covered, and the female pilgrim’s face is not covered. 


The complete form is to wrap the male body with three cloths and the woman 
with a shirt, a scarf, an upper garment and two cloths. 


It is recommended to scent the shroud with incense, to sprinkle on it an aromatic 
compound of camphor, reed perfume etc., to place cotton and perfume on the 
apertures of the body such as the eyes, mouth, nostril, and ears and on places 
that touch the ground in prostration, and to perfume the entire body except if a 
person dies while in a state of ihram 


Praying upon him 
This has seven points: 


- Intention to pray upon this dead person. 

- Must pray with four takbirat and adding more is ok as long as you don't believe 
it negates the prayer 

- Must stand during the prayer 

- Must read the Fatihah 

- Must read the salawat after the 2nd takbir 

- Make dua for the dead person after the 3rd takbir 

- Make the Tasleem after the 4th takbir 


Burying him 


The minimum depth for a grave is a hole concealing the body's smell and 
protects it from animals. 


The most complete depth is the height of a man/woman with their arms raised 
and fingers open, his chest should be placed on the soil, and it is wajib to make 
him face the qibla. 


Exhumation of the grave is obligatory in four cases: 
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To do ghusl so long as the body has not decomposed. 

To make the body face the qibla. 

For wealth if it had been buried with the body. 

For a woman if her foetus, six months or older, was buried with her and there is 
a possibility it’s still alive. 


When can I seek aid from someone for purification? 


To bring water close to you is mubāh 


To pour water for you is khilaf al awla 
To wash your limbs is makrüh 


To aid you as you are sick and are unable to make wudhu independently is wajib 


Upon what wealth is Zakat obligatory? 


Zakat is obligatory on every Muslim male, female, adult, or child who has a zakat- 
payable amount and has met specific conditions. 


It is obligatory on the following types of wealth: 


1. Livestock: restricted to sheep, goats, cattle, and camels owned for a full lunar 


year and has passed the nisab quota and have grazed on not owned, open 
pasturage for a complete year 


2. Money: has passed the nisab of gold (85g) or silver (595g), held for a lunar year 


3. Fruits & Crops: Crops include staple foods cultivated by people that can be dried 


and stored e.g., rice, wheat barley. Fruits include only dried/raw dates and 


grapes. It is paid as soon as the nisab quota is reached (i.e., no need to wait for a 


lunar year) 


4. Wealth acquired from trade goods where 2.596 percent of the value of the trade 


goods must be discharged as zakat 


5. Treasure troves, found by a Muslim, that was buried during pre-Islamic times by 


disbelievers, if it is above the nisab quota and the land is not owned. 


6. Refined gold and silver extracted from mines located on land permissible to 
work on or owned by the miner. 


Since the author discussed only this much in the chapter of zakah, we will suffice with 


this for now. 
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
